ANOTHER FIRE 


There was another fire of myste- 


rious origin In the Thames street sec- 
tion early Monday morning, and the 
proprietor of the establishment w»v 
called ujion to answer a number of 
questions, A peculiar feature of the 
fire .was that it appearsd that it might 
have originated In ceveral places si- 
multaneously, but there was not an 
undue amount of insurance carried on 
the stock In trad«. 


It was about 3,30 Monday morning 


that a taxi driver uw flames in the 
interior of the grocery store of Man- 
uel Leal at Thames street and Waite's 
•wharf. 
He telephoned in an alarm, 


and although the Interior was blazing 
briikly.when the apparatus arrived, 
the fire had not gotten a good hold 
on the walls and was soon knocked 
down. A few minutes' delay, how- 
ever, would have meant a serious con- 
dition of affairs,, as (ho upper floors 
•were occupied as tenements and sev- 
eral families were living there. 


After the flames were extinguished 


a thorough examination was made by 
police, firemen and representatives of 
the insurance company. It appeared 
as if the fire had started in different 
places, or if not there had been pecu- 
liar circumstances of the flames com- 
municating to different parts of the 
store without burning intermediate 
places. 
However, the amount of in- 


eurance was considered as very rea- 
sonable for the stock carried. '-There 
was not a great deal of damage to 
the building, but the contents were 
practically a total loss.

Two hundred and fifty-nine years 


ago today, November 25, 1663, the 
state of Rhode Island was organized 
under the charter, known as King 
Charles' charter.

state voted on the Constitution No- 
veiiibcr 21, 22,.and 23, 1842. H was 
ratified by a vote of 7,032 for to 5!) 

The' Charter of 1653, which 
was procured largely through the ef- 
forts of Dr. John Clarke, the historian 
says, was received with great joy. 
It was brought from Boston, by Capt. 
George Baxter, and was read publicly 
in Newport, November 24, 1663.

ftien' murd'ered,

two Eon» were arrested, tried, convict", 
ed. »nd executed-Hihd then, t)vo yeara 
later, Harrison returned and totd a 
moat remarkable story of .kldnaplnf 
and adventure, filled with such Im- 
possible and 
conflicting statements 


that It lias generally come to be be-- 
Heved that he wa» never very farfronr 
his own homo from the time of hit 
(ihuppearance until his return) 
• 


But why did he remain away, and 


why did the persons • accused of hl» 
murder e>e such misleading account* 
of their actions that a Jury convicted 
them of murder practically without 
hesitation? 


The evidence brought out at the 


trial showed that Harrison left,.his 
house In the afternoon and walked, or 
was supposed to have walked, two- 
miles to Charrlngworth to collect some 
rents. 
When, as evening came on and 


Harrison had not returned, his servant 
—a man named John Perry—was sent 
In search of hlra. 
Neither Harrison 


nor Perry put In an appearance Hint 
night and, In the morning, one of the 
sons of the missing man Joined In tho 
search, meeting I'erry 0:1 his way 
home. 


The sen-ant maintained thui lie had 


been able to (liiil no trace of hlu mas- 
ter, but when young Harrison Joined 
In the search he located a bloodstained 
hat which.wna supposed to have, be- 
longed to \Yllllaui Uurrlson. 
Soon tho 


entire countryside was engaged In an 
attempt to solve tho mystery and the 
strange actions of Perry led to his 
being suspected of the crime, the al- 
leged n^otlvo being tho securing 'of 
the money which Harrison had upon 
him at t'to lime. 
Dnder/prcssure, 


Terry 'stated tliat his mother and 
borlhcr had 
frequently asked'. him 


when Harrison went to collect .his 
rents, and added that It Was'Ms 
(Perry's) belief that tho missing man 
had been murdered by Mother Perry 
and her son. 


On the strength of this all three 


of the 1'errys were arrested, Wed arid 
sentenced to death. Joan Perry .was 
the nrst to bo hnngcd, protesllng.h'qr 
Innocence. 
Itlchard Perry followed 


his mother to the gnllows, and finally 
John Perry, Harrison's servant, later 
retracted his previous statement and 
declared that lie knew nothing what- 
ever of the crime or any possible mo- 
tive. 


Nearly two ye.ifs after tho three, 


had been hnngcd for his murder, Wil- 
liam Harrison returned to his home, 
apparently unconcerned, and telling n 
tale of having been waylaid by high- 
waymen, kidnaped and spirited away 
to the continent. 
For several days, 


he stated, his captors had kept hUn 
hidden and had then put him on board 
a ship, though he never vouchsafed 
any explanation as to the motive for 
tho outrage, for ho had comparatively 
little money In his possession, and 
oho of the details of his story has to- 
'do with the way In which hli kb- 
tinctors 
kept, him 
supplied 
with 


money. 


Finally, he declared, he was aolil to 


a physician nt Smyrna, but he wag 
able to give no definite description of 
the city nor was he able to explain 
how, penniless and unfamiliar with 
the languages spoken on the continent, 
he was able to find his way back 
home.

The only apparent explanation of 


the entire affair Is that, for some rea- 
son, Harrison's presence at Campden 
was inconvenient to some one then In, 
authority. He had lived through troub- 
lous times, and had come Into a 
changed slate of affairs with new 
masters. He was familiar with a nom- 
bei of secrets, and therefore might 
have been better out of the way for 
the time being. 
But tho precise na- 


ture of these secrets and why three 
Innocent persons were permitted lo- 
go to the gallows for a crime which 
had not been committed has never 
been disclosed.

The 
greatest good can he accomplished by 
Improving the soil and preparing It 
for growing bumper crops of potatoes, 
cabhuge, tomaloes, beans, beets and 
other vegetables next season, says the 
Unlied Slates Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


Crop to Improve Soil. 


Most of our garden crops have ma- 


tured and lii-i'ii cleaned oft the land. In 
many parts of the country It Is loo 
late to plant unvllilnt; on tljls vacant 
land, except rye, barley or some other 
crop to Improve the soil. 
Some of 


the most successful gardenr«fl follow 
the practice of sowing rye on every 
fool of garden soil that becomes avail- 
able. 
The roots of the rye spread 


through the soil and pick up every 
choice bll of plant food they can find. 
Next spring when the ground Is spaded 
or plowed these same roots form a net- 
work of fibrous material which quick-* 
ly decays and forms new plant food 
for the garden crops to'feed upon. 
Don't let It get more than iwo or three 
Inches high next spring before It Is 
turned under. Other crops will give 
tho same results, but rye Is one of 
the most practical.

Frost Break* Up Heavy Solie'. 


Spading or plowlng'clny soils.iri the 


autumn and leaving ihem lying In a 
rough state over winter Is also a good 
practice.

alive and will often net the shipper as 
much as when dressed, says the United

Department 
of 
Agriculture. 


For shipping live poultry to market 
well constructed, slatted crates are 
desirable, as these crates provide for 
ventilation. 
Overcrowding Is to be 


avoided, and If large crates are used 
they should have partitions to prevent 
the birds from being thrown togelher 
at one end when the crate Is tipped In 
handling. 
If possible, ship only one 


variety in a coop or [n one division of 
a coop.
